A strict compliance with this portion of your duty is 
the only means which will enable the Postinester Gen- 
eral to enforce the performance of their engagement by 
the contractors. 

The complaints se universal in the comemnity, and it 
is matter of regret to learn, in « many cases well foun- 
ded, ot the irregularities and failures of mails, have not 
been unheeded by the Posmaster General, and he is de- 
termined, so far ax the law has given him power, to cor- 
rect the evil when it arises by the default of either Post- 
masters or Contractors.
